In some of tbt n*wspap*f» to the ef- 
fect that H. H. Springmeyer, of Gard- 
nervtlle, is about to Institute legal pro- 
ceedings against the President 
and 


Faculty of the University, to compel 
them to rescind their recent 
action 


dismissing his son, George W. Spring- 
meyer, from the University, seems to 
have little or nothing to support It. 


In reply to the request of The Jour- 


nal, President Stubbs gives us the fol- 
lowing statement of facts. In regard to 
the matter: 


"On Saturday, the 16th Inst, H. H. 


Springmeyer was in Reno and com- 
municated to President Stubbs.through 
a friend, his earnest wish to have his 
son restored to his privileges as a Sen- 
ior student In the University. 


"President Stubbs, desiring to regard 


the prayer of the student's father, sub- 
mitted ths request to the Faculty for 
their consideration and decision. The 
Faculty after mature deliberation and 
out of consideration for the parents of- 
fered to modify the penalty of dismiss- 
al aa fillows: 


1. To limit the period of 
student 


Sprlnffmeyer's dismissal to the first 
day of September. 


2. After the flrst of September to 


admit him to his examination for his 
degree. 


3. To arrange matters so that he 


may carry forward his studies in some 
<jood University laboratory and conse- 
quently run on risk of being "plucked" 
in the examinations for his degree. 


4. That he shall make a satisfac- 


tory apology to the Faculty for the vi- 
olation of his Senior pledge. 


"Now inasmuch as H. H. Sprlng- 


meycr accepted these modifications and 
expressed himself as gratified by the 
Kindly way in which the Faculty of 
cbe University hud given attention to 
his request, it does not seem at all 
probable that he has changed his views 
and has taken the rash step of trying 
to compel the University Faculty by 
a suit at law to restore his son to the 
University privileges which have been 
forfeited by misconduct. 


"H. H. Springmeyer is a citizen of 


too high standing In his community 
and in the State to take the action at- 
tributed to him after receiving such 
markedconslderalon at the hands of the 
University Faculty. Furthermore, stu- 
dent Springmeyer has complied with 
the conditions Imposed by the Fac- 
ulty. 
He has made his apology In a 


satisfactory way to the Faculty and 
has gone to Stanford University with 
! a letter from President Stubbs asking 


(the Professor of Stanford University

, vantage of the Stanford laboratories
